The Committee on Markets, Public Accounts, 
Election, and Registration, House of Dele- 
gates, Engrossed and Enrolled Bills are not 
considered of any importance whatever The 
scrambie will be forthe places on the Ralil- 
road Committee. Two places have already 
been decided on. Delegate August B. 
Hiigeman will be given the chair- 
menship of this committee. Dele- 
gate Julius Lehman will be given ond 
ofthe remalalng four places. Some of the 
Democratic members of the House are now 
endeavoring to secure places on this commit- 
tee, but it is probable that none of the Demo- 
crate will be given places on this comuaitte*. 
In the fight for the leadership on the Repu 
lican side the power to name the committ 
was suggested as a prize equally as go 
as the speakership which the cauci 
awarded to Henry Alt. Delegates Bogard 
Meyerson and Allenberg Rave deen vugrestod 
for the remaining places. When the Demo- 
crats had control of the House they gave the 
Republicans representation on the important 
committees. Delegate Samuel Hays was 
placed on the Committee on Ways and 
Means. Delegate Spelbrink, who has been 
returned to the House from the 
Fifteenth Ward, was appointed by 
Speaker Bannerman to the Committee on 
Rallroads. Delegates Pohiman and Alt were 
put on the Committee on Legislation. Dele- 
gate Hays was also a member of the Commit- 
tee on Markets, Engrossed and Enrolled Bilis 
and Claims. Delegate Spelbrink occupied a 


lace in the Committee on Police and Work- 
ouse, Sanitary Affairs and Election and Regis- 
tration. 

It was understood in the Republican caucus 
thatno Democrats will be given a place on 
any of the important committees, if recog- 
nized atallin the organization, and if given 
any places they will be put on the small com- 
mi s, but on none will the Democrats. be 
given a majority under any circumstances 
whatever. If itis decided to give any places 
to Democratic members, a Monahan, 
Mohan, Ward and Stone probably be 
given the places.

Dear Sin—We Dave receiyed from the Hon. 
Edward C. Kehr, attorney for Eugene C. Titt- 
mann, curator of Gottlieb Klopfenstein, u de- 
mand for the payment to said curator of the 
beneficiary certificate issued by our order 
upon the life of John Klopfenstein. Our at- 
torneys here saw Mr. Kehr and advised him 
that our order would, before the payment of 
the same,place before you in writing the facts, 
and ask your answer in the same manner, 
either by yourself or counsel. We desire a 
record of this matter, that we may have it for 
future guidance in dealing with such members 
of our order may be citizens of the country 
represented by you. 

On the death of this member our order paid 
the full amount ot the claim to Mr. Michael 
Foerstel of this city, he having a power of at- 
' torney from the sald Gottlieb, signed by him- 
gelt and his m er. We are informed that 
paid Foerstel paid in the most economical 
manner the expenses of the last illness and

At- 

ter the devotional ex- 

ercises Rev. J. M. F. 

Metcalf read an excel - 

lent paper on The 

Aposties’ View of the 

Second Coming of 

Christ. By the sec- 

ond coming of Christ was meant, he said, 
Christ’s coming in glory. Eighteen hun- 
dred years ago he had come in humil- 
ity and meekness, but his coming the 
second time would be in the fullness of 
his power and grandeur. This second com- 
ing was fully foretold in the thirtieth chapter 
of Mark, the twenty-first of Matthew, and the 
nineteenth of Luke. The aposties were con- 
tinually reciting the fact that Christ would re- 
appear on earth as an inspiration to the peo- 
ple to perfect themselves. The aposties, Mr. 
Metcalf claimed, did not hold when they 
wrote the epistles that the Lord would come 
in their day, or in their generation. 
According tothe Redeemer’sown words his 
coming would not be until the gospel had 
been preached to all nations of the earth. The 
consummation of the gospel age had not yet 
occurred, for there were in the world still 
many people whom the word of God had 
never reached. If the Aposties did affirm, as 
some believed, that Christ would come again 
in their time they did so because 
such was their own idea, and not because they 
had auy revelation from God on the subject, 
for the scriptures distinctly inform us that 
God, the Father, alone knew the time when 
Christ wonld come again. The prevailing im- 
pression in the first, second and third centu- 
ries among Christians that the Messiah would 
be seen on earth again in their time could be 
accounted for on the ground that his 
followers whowere being persecuted, were 


hopeful that he woul clieve them of their 
trials. The wo near and at hand,’’ 
which freque appeared in connection with 

rophecies of the second coming were not to 


e taken literally. The manner in which they 
were repeatedly used throughout the script- 
ures proved that all they meant to express was 
absolute certainty. 

THE PROPHETS, 

when 1 used these terms, were looking for- 
ward to the great event so anxiously,and their 
vision of what they foretold was so vivid, that 
the intermediate time vanished. The sum- 
ming up of Mr. Metcalf’s arguments was that 
the aposties had no knowledge from God of 
Christ’s second coming, and that if 
they did believe he would come 
in their day they were simply mistaken; that 
the expressions ‘‘near’’ and ‘‘at hand’’ did 
not have the signification that would be sup- 
posed, without investigation; and that the 
Apostie Paul distinctly contradicted the im- 
pression that Christ would come in his gen- 
eration. 

Dr. Stimson of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church made a very eloquent commentary on 
Rev. Metcalf’s paper. e praised highly the 
theological erudition shown in the young di- 
vine’s discourse and said the views expressed 
entirely coincided with his own. d had set 
forces at work in the world which 
were to bring about the con- 
summation or his second coming and 
the prophets saw the operation of these forces 
80 Clearly that their imaginations carried them 
at once tothe result. He illustrated this by a 
beautiful metaphor ofthe seasons. At this time 
of the year when we saw the rain falling, and 
then the sun coming forth in brightness and 
warmth,we knew that if seed was sown,forces 
were at work which would in time produce 4 
harvest, and our minds in contemplation of 
this entirely {skipped the period of growth 
and saw only a vision of thereaping. The 

aper was then discussed by other ministers 
namost interesting manner.

Two Appointments of Gov. Francis and 


Their Effect. 


Gov. Francis day before yesterday made 
two appointments in a manner never before 
known in the State. He made them without 
conflicting with the laws in the matter or in 
any way conflicting with the Constitution but 
also to all appearances without doing any 
good to apy one save conferring upon two 
of his friends titles as officers 


of the State militia and making them members 
of the Governor’s staff. The appointments 
were Lon V. Stephens of Boonville, Mo., Pay- 
master-General of the State militia, and C. C. 
Maftitt of St. Louis, Chief Ordnance Officer. 
At this time, a time of peace, there is no 
salary attached to either of these titles and at 
most times no work tospeakof for either of 
these officers to do. 

Heretofore they have been concentrated in 
the person of one official, the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the State, and were all held by Ad- 

tant-General Wickham until divided around 

y the Governor. 

This division has given rise to the possibility 
of complications which otherwise would be 
easily avoided. The State militia who looked 
after afizirs at Bevier, Mo., are to be paid for 
their services. This Mr. Lon Stephens will 
have to do, about a month’s work, for no pay. 
Ifthe Adjutant-General were still Paymaster 
General he could consider his $2,000 a year sal- 
ary payment for the work done as paymaster. 
Then there isan eyer existing possibility of 
an outbreak in Christian County among 
the Bald Knobbers which might 
make a call for militia necessary. 
Their work would only be efficacious in the 
event of getting to the scene ot the trouble 
promptiy. All call for these troops would be 
sent to the Adjutant-General. He could order 
the troops there immediately, but he would 
be compelled to arm them with broomsticks 
or base ball bats at his own expense, as he 
could not give them arms without first estab- 
lishing communication with Chief Ordnance 
Officer Maffitt in St. Louis and getting from 
him an Official order for the  neces- 
sary arms and ammunition. This order 
would have to be made out in regular form 
and transmitted by mall or messenger to the 
Adjutant-General, who could then go abead 
and arm his troops. All this would take time, 
and the rebellious Bald-Knobbers would not 
have the consideration to wait untilallof the 
wires had been pulled and the troops properly 
armed by the regular officers.

The 
top of a mail-box is nota receptacle for mail 
and never was intended as such, and a pack- 
age placed there is no more in the custody of 
the mail than a package placed upon the steps 
of the Post-office. Those who mail packages 
in that way do it at their own risk, and those 
who steal them are liable only for larceny of 
the value of the package.

The Smith Banquet.

politics. Smith is a very poor speaker, has no 
ideas, is identified with no great legisiation 
and has advocated no great cause, but he is 
universally reapected and is a successful 
leader in the Commons.

His successor will Balfour. Goshen is un- 
likely to be now that the Tories have shown 
at Birmingham that they are un- 
willing to continue as mere Gib- 
ionites for the Liberal- Unionists. 
Balfour’s position in the Commons is steadily 
improving as he begins to throw off his super- 
cilious airs. His declaration yesterday that 
neither he nor the House has any just com- 
plaint against the irish party asa whole, was 
a significant sign of the times.

Can't Come in Free of Duty. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 1l.—Application 
Was recently madetothe Treasury Depart- 
ment for the free entry of certain steel plates 
imported for use in the construction of the 


Internrtional Tunnel under the St. Clair River 
at Port Huron, Mich. The plan for 
the construction of this tunnel involves 
the driving of a hollow iron oylinder 
with sharp steel edges under the bed of the 
river by hydraulic pressure. Two of these 
cylinders are to be constructed and driven 
from opposite sides of the river to meet and 
n midway and will be left in that position to 
orm the outer shell or shield of the tunnel, 
The imported plates in question are for use 
in the construction of the cylinder 
on the American side and will at- 
tached as fastias required. The importers claim 
that the plates are entitled to free entry under 
previous decisions of the department that 
materials to be used on theriver in the con- 
struction of an international bridge are not 
considered importations into the United 
States within the meaning of the law and 
therefore are not subject to duty. The 
Collector at Port Huron reports that it 
will take about three months to put the plates 
together in the required form and that they 
will then be put into an excavation 1,675 feet 
from the river, from which point they are to 
be forced forward at a rate of speed which, 
according to the engineer in charge, will take 
two tothree years to bring about the meeting of 
the two cylinders. In view of this the de - 
ment, according to Assistant Secret ich- 
enor, is of the opinion that the "wldmate 
rojected use of these plates asa part of an 
nternational tunnel is too remote and uncer- 
tain to warrant the application of the rule 
laid down in the decisions above cited. The 
Collector's assessment of duty was therefore 
armed. 


Commodore Schley Explains. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisratTcn. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—Respecting 
the San Francisco dispatch criticising the 
Navy Department for its failure to accept an 
offer of coal from Australia forthe American 


men-of-war at Apia Commodore Schley of the 
Bureau of Equipment says: We do not 
kuow that the loss of our vessels at Apia was 
due to a lack of coal. My latest advices, which 
were dated the last week in January, 
show that there was asupply of coal on the 
beach amounting to 1 tons. Some nine 
weeks ago the Monongahela sailed from San 
Francisco for Apia with 600 tons of coal which 
wehad on hand at the Mare Island Nuvy 
Yard. It was not, therefore, regarded neces- 
sary to buy Wellington coal at 310 r ton, 
when we bad Lot our own which had been 
bought and p. «i for. The Wellington coal will 
not bear exposure to the weather and it would 
not be good economy to lay in a stock of it at 
a place where we have no prowieree for shel- 
ter. As for the puro hase of coal in New York 
Iknow nothing about it except that it was 
bougbtand shipped. That was done by an- 
other bureau under instructions from Secre- 
tary Whitney.’’ 

Commodore Schley continuea: »The escape 
ot the Calliope under the circumstances and 
in the manner detailed in the late dispatches 
confirms me in my opinion that the 
hurricane which overwhelmed our vessels 
was accompanied with a tidal wave of sufficient 
force to drive our vessels and the German ves- 
sels ashore, even if they were under steam. I 
think the Calliope was nearest the entrance to 
a little harbor, and was able to escape, while 
our own vessels andthe German ships were 
Gushed ashore almost instantiy.

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WHERE IS.T. R REYNOLDS 


DISAPPEARANCE OF A WELL-KNOWN CITI- 
ZEN CAUSED BY MONEY TROUBLES. 


His Family and Associates Given No Warn- 
ing of His Flight and Left in Ignorance 
as to His Whereabouts— His Son Be- 
lieves That He Is Temporarily Insane. 


Thomas R. Reynolds, well-known from his 
connection with the abstract of titles business 
and as the lessee of the Stirling-Webster 
Abstract Co., has disappeared. His family 
and business associates have not the slightest 
clue to his whereabouts, and can only con- 
jecture as to the cause of his flight. The facts 
in the case are as follows: Mr. Reynolds was 
about his business on Tuesday as usual up to 
2 o’clock in the afternoon, when he left his 
office and did not again return. He did 
not go home that night and the next morning 
his family was very much alarmed over bis 
failure to appear. Yesterday a careful search 
was made for him among his friends, but no 
trace could be found. He was 
not a drinking man, but would 
occasionally take something strong but hav- 
ing no head for it the effect of an intoxicant 
was immediately parceptible in both voice and 
action.

By what route he 
went, or for what destination is not known. 
He left no information with anyone as to his 
future course. 
HENRY M. KNOX, 

cashier of the Sterling- Webster Abstract Co., 
sald this afternoon: ‘‘The only explanation 
we bave been able to arrive at regard- 
ing Mr. Reynolds’ disappearance is that 
he was temporarily insane, owing to 
financial troubles, and has gone out of the 
city. As lessee of the Sterling-Webster Ab- 
stract Co.’s books, his accounts are all 
straight. His troubles are all outside this 
business, and I do not know what 
they are exactly. I do not know 
how he came to be involved in debt or for 
what purpose he used the money. I know 
that he held some mining stocks, but I 
never saw any more than he 
could ~~ easily have paid tor from 
collections in his business any day. His social 
and domestic arrangements were very pieas- 
ant and I know nothing that would cause him 
to give up his home and triends unless it was 
pressing financial obligations which he could 
not meet. 

THOMAS J. REYNOLDS, 
eldest son of Thomas R. Reynolds, is a clerk 
in the employ of N. K. Fairbank & Co. He 
sald: Tbe only explanation of my father’s 
absence I can offer is financial embarrass- 
ment and possibly temporary insanity. 
The money he owes was loaned him 
by personal friends and I believe 
that as he found be could not pay them that 
he could not bear to meet them. Ido not 
know what he borrowed the money for nor 
how it was lost. He had 
large family to keep 
a very expensive family. 
does not owe any bills eo far as I can find out. 
The debts to his personal friends will,I think, 
amount to as much as $15,000. Ido not know 
that he speculated. He never 
told us anything about his business, and not 
one of the family knew that he was at all em- 
barrassed until after he was gone. He has 
failed, is broken up financially, 
but his failure does not affect 
the Webster- Sterling Abstract Co. We have 
no idea where my father is now, or how he 
went away. We believe he has left the city 
because we have not been able to find him.“ 

MR. REYNOLDS, SR., 
lived in one of Henry Shaw’s houses in Shaw 
place, near Grand and Lafayette avenues. He 
was born in England, but came to th coun- 
try when a boy. He is nove about 
46 years old, 5 feet 7 or Sinches igh and 
weighs about 190 pounds, gray mustcſche, gray 
hair and prominent light eyes. 7 His face 
was always ruddy, and showed 
his English parentage He 
wore usually and when a 
high silk hat, black cassimere coat and vest 
with broad wales,and dark striped trousers. 
He sometimes wore nose glasses, but not 
regulariy. He is a fine looking man and is 
exceedingly nervous in spite of his weight. 

He was 8 nervous Tuesday 
afternoon. So much s that Mr. Knox noticed 
it, but he says he did not attach any import- 
ance to the fact until yesterday, when no 
trace of Mr. Reynolds could be tound. Mr, 
Knox and the family say tney do not believe 
Mr. Reynolds has killed himself.

THE PROGAIBITION QUESTION, 


Archbishop Ryan Explains His Position and 
Recent Utterances. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 11.—In the Catholic 
Standard of this week appears a statement re- 
garding the position of Archbishop Ryan 
and his recent utterances on the 
prohibition amendment. It is as follows: 
Hie Grace, the Most Rev. Archbishop of 
Philadelphia, has received a number of let- 


ters asking for information on the subject 
of prohibition, and particularly as to whether 
nis letter published in the Catholic News 
of this city is to be regarded as 
an authoritative official utterance, or 
simply as the expression of His Grace’s in- 
dividual opinion. His Grace, finding it in- 
convenient to reply to all these letters sep- 
ee has requested us to publish 
the following statement, which he hopes will 
be accepted as a general auswer to the vari- 
ous inquiries that have been made: 

In reply to various letters of inquiry the 
Archbishop of Philadelphia begs to state that 
what he wrote on the subject of the 
prohibition amendment to the Constitution 
was simply his personal conviction, although, 
of course, it is well understood that in 
dealing with such questions it is difficult 
for a Catholic Bishop to separate his 
personality from his sacred office. The liberty 
of Catholics to vote for the measure will de- 
pend on the principles on 
they found their convictions. 
the 4 — urged in 
ture of prohibition, such as the one that the 
se of spirituous liquors, even as a dev 
-erage, is intrinsically wrong and should be 
always prohibited, cannot be held by 
Catholics. It is only the abuse, not the use, 
that can be condemned. Ifthe use and abuse 
be inseparably connected because of the 
appetite caused by indulgence in an 
individual case, then the use itself should be 
prohibited in such a case, As he cannot 
think that this is true of the whole State 
of Pennsylvania, and as we have strong 
restrictive laws, and can enact still stricter 
ones, he is unabie to see the need of a consti- 
tutional amendment on the subject. In any 
case, he feelsjthat more legislation can but 
regulate overt acts, the external manifesta- 
tion of the evil. The true remedy must be 
found in appeal tothe individual conscience 
as in our Catholic temperance societies, which 
are also religious organizations.

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THE TELEPHONE BILL. 


PROSPECTS THAT THE SENATE WILL DE- 
. FEAT DEMPSEY’S MEASURE, 


Amendments and Substitutes Offered—St. 
Louis Senators Opposed to the Bill—The 
Crimes Bill—Senator McGrath’s Measure 
Changing the Time of Assessing and Col- 
lecting Taxes. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON Crrr, Aprilll.—In the Senate to- 
day Dempsey’s telephone bill was reported 
back from the Committee on Corporations 
favorably, with an amendment fixing the rates 
at $6 per month. Senator Shelton moved to 
amend by making the telephone rate $5.50 per 
month. Senator Teasdale moved to make it 
the special order for next Tuesday, which was 
subsequently withdrawn. The discussion on 
the amendments revealed the fact that the bill 
had lost caste in the Senate since its passage 
in the House. The St. Louis Senators are gen- 
erally fighting shy of the bill. Senator 
Kerwin said the bill bad given 
him more trouble and anxiety than 
any pending measure, He thoughtthe best 
thing to be done was to indefinitely postpone 
its consideration, Senator McGinnis is cer- 
tainly not friendly to the measure. His theory 
ig to incorporate in the revised statutes a 
provision empowering the cities to regulate 
the rates. Senator Miller favored the bill and 
opposed both amendments. He read from 
Mr. Fielding Mansfield’s statement, in which 
it was held that $4 per month would yield a 
net income of 22 percent, which the Senator 
thought was certainly «reat enough; 
22 per cent of net profit was 
far in advance of the average 
business man’s return, an income great 
enough to makea small corporation a very 
powerful one in afew years. Senator Busche 
favors the bill, but willat the proper time 
offer an amendment fixing the anuual rates at 
$50. Senator McGrath is opposed tothe prin- 
cipal of the bill, and also the rates as estab- 
lished. He perhaps might vote for the bill, if 
amended by the pending amendments. Sena- 
tor Ketchum thinks the rates are too low, and 
that the amendments also have the 


rates 
the telephone companies. After considerable 


debate, on motion of Scnator McGinnis, the 
bill with the pending amendments was laid 
over informally. Senator Ryors has a bill to 
confer upon cities the authority to regulate 
rates. It was favorably reported upon to-day 
and it may be adopted as a substitute for the 
Dempsey bill. In fact, the indications tend 
that way. While the Dempsey bill has some 
strong friends in the Senate, yet it gives but 
little promise of passage in that body. 

The Senate finally disposed of the substitute 
for all compulsory education bills to-day by 
an indefinite postponement. 

The crimes act, which has been under con- 
sideration at intervals for several days, came 
from the Committee of the Whole late yester- 
day afternoon with twenty-eight amendments, 
all but two of which were adopted. 

Senator McGrath succeeded in having the 
provisions of his ‘‘boodiery bill’’ incorpor- 
ated inthe revision of tho crimes act before 
adjournment yesterday. Tuo-day the Senate 
took up the crimes act. and on motion went 
into secret session to further consider it, 

Senator McGrath introduced a bill this morn- 
ing which proposes important changes in the 
mode and manner of assessing and coliectin 
the revenue. It makes the assessment an 
levy of real estate and personal property and 
the collection of the taxes thereon all within 
one year. The assessment made on the prop- 
erty owned on the first day of April each year, 
the levy on the first day of August and the tax 
bills due on the first r. of Octo- 
ber following as now. The bill if 

assed wil! go into effect on the first day of 

anuary, 1891. Until then the assessment and 
collection will be made under the present law, 
the taxes already levied and collectable this 
year are designated as the taxes for 1889, and 
taxes assessed, levied and payable next year 
are designated for 1890. The time at w 
the bill, should it become a law, shall go into 
effect, is put off tor the purpose of familiar- 
izing the officers and © public with its 
provisions, and giving to the Legisiature 
which meets in January, 1891, an opportunity

One of the most important results of the 
municipal campaign is the convincing 
proof it afforded of the necessity fora 
thorough reorganization of the city com- 
mittees of both parties. 

Republicans and Democrats view their 
central committees with strong distrust, 
if not with bitter indignation. The com- 
mittees, as at present constituted, are 
relics of the disreputable ward boss sys- 
tem. They have been controlled by 
bosses, ring officials and ring candidates 
for their own purposes. There is an utter 
lack of harmony between the committee- 
men and their constſtuents, the voters. 

One committee is as bad as the other. 
In the recent campaign the shameful 
packing of the Republican Committee by 
deputy sheriffs and other officials andits 
disgraceful manipulation by Sheriff POHL- 
MAN in the interest of one candidate was 
condemned by every honest Republican. 
It was recognized as a humiliation of the 
whole party. The convention not only 
threw over the Sheriff and his deputies, 
but adopted a resolution protesting 
against the holding of committee posi- 
tions by officials. 

The present Democratic Central Com- 
mittee is an unqualified disgrace to the 
party. It was with the aid of several of 
its members and with the consent 
of the whole committee that the 
Koetter’s Hotel outrage of Novem- 
ber was perpetrated on the party 
and rebuked by adisastrous defeat at the 
polls.

In the State election a year ago the 
Rhode Island Democrats, who cham- 
pioned the suffrage amendment, increased 
their vote to 20,768, against 17,444 Repub- 
lican and 1,386 Prohibition. That this was 
not a true showing of the strength of 
parties on the old suffrage basis appears 
from the vote last November, when 
CLEVELAND received 17,530, HARRISON 21,- 
968 and Fisk 1,250. In 1889, on a total 
vote 3,650 in excess of April, 1888, and 
2,480 in excess of the total vote for Presi- 
dent last November, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor gets 21,300, the Re- 
publican 16,952, the Prohibition candi- 
date 1,511 and the Law and Order candi- 
date 3,435. The chief significance of these 
figures is found in the fact that while 
both parties favored a re- submission of the 
Prohibition question, the Democrats de- 
clared strongly for tariff reduction and 
the Republicans strongly for high pro- 
tective duties. On this sole issue, the Re- 
publican vote fell off in every county and 
the Democrats gained in every county 
except two, their gains being heaviest in 
manufacturing strongholds, like Woon- 
socket, andin the large manufacturing 
cities of Providence and Pawtucket. The 
net Democratic gain in Providence, the 
home of the Republican candidate, is 


3,378 as compared with last year’s vote.

THe news that Montana cities and 
towns which gave large Republican ma- 
jorities for the first and only time last fall 
are giving Democratic majorities this 
spring, will arouse a suspicion that the 
election of a Republican delegate in 
November was part of a shrewd little 
game played on the Republicans in Con- 
gress to get Montana admitted as a State.

Cardinal Gibbons yesterday issued a letter 
to the clergy of Baltimore calling their atten - 
tion to ‘‘the celebration of the centenary of 
the Inauguration of George Washington, the 
Father of his country and first President of 
— United States, and concluding as fol- 

ows: 

In order, therefore, to give expression to 
our heartfelt thanks for the civil and religious 
blessings thus far vouchsafed to us by the 
Giver of every perfect gift, and to pray that 
the spirit of patriotism which burned in the 
heart of Washington may continue to animate 
those to whom the destinies of our beloved 
country may be intrusted, you are invited, 
reverend dear sir, to announce at a seasonable 
time beforehand, a special service for the 
morning of April 30, at 9 o’clock, or at any 
other hour most suitable for the congrega- 
tion. You are further requested at such serv- 
ice to make an address suggested dy the occa- 
sion, closing with the ‘Prayer for the 
Authorities.” As an additional expression of 
joy and thanksg'ving, the church bells will be 
rung from 10 to 10:30 the same morning. 

This action of Cardinal Gibbons will prob- 
ably be followed bythe issuance of similar 
letters in other dioceses than that of Balti- 
more, but it is not expected that Archbishop 
Kenrick will issue a letter. The Archbishop 
is accustomed to leave such matters to the 
clergy in the parishes of the diocese, and this 
matter will probably take the usual course. 
Services will be held in most, if not all the 
Catholic churches, in conformity with the re- 
quest of President Harrison and the patriotic 
impulse of the people.

AN INTERESTING CHASE, 


The Pursuit and Capture of Four Arizona 
Train Robbers. 


SALT LAKE City, Utah, April 11.—The four 
Arizona officers who arrived here yesterday 
with four train robbers in custody tell an in- 
teresting story ofthe long chase. On March 
21 an Atlantic & Pacifictrain was stopped at 
Canon Diablo, Yavapai County, § Ariz., 
for orders, when the men boarded 
the engine and persuaded the fireman 


—with revolvers—to order the express mes- 
senger to open hiscar. This was done. The 
robbers then broke open the strong box, and, 
after securing all the money in it, struck 
south towards the Tonto Basin and proceeded 
us tar in that direction as Sunset Mountain, 
when they headed for Utah. Sheriff O’ Neil of 
Yavapai County was at once notified, and, with 
Special Agent Holton, Deputy Sheriff James L. 
Black and Ed St. Clair started in pursuit. 
They trailed the robbers nearly three hundred 
miles north from the line of the road through 
as wild and desolate a country as can be 
found inthe West. It wasa dangerous trip, 
too, forthe region is infested with despera- 
does, whose sympathies were all with the 
pursued party. At last, after a hard journey 
of 300 miles, crossing the Little andthe Main 
Colorado, and over high mountains and 
parched plains, during which the officers suf- 
fered many privations, the robbers were 
sighted on April 1, nearly two weeks after 
the robbery, in Wahwee Canon, about 
forty miles east of Canonville, Utah. The 
officers calied on the men to surrender and 
were answered with a volley from the revolv- 
ers with which they were all armed. The 
country being heavily timbered, both parties 
were well protected. A battie ensued during 
which one of the robbers had his cartridge box 
shot from his belt; another had a bullethole 
put through his hat, and one of their horses 
was killed. After about (fifty shots 
had been exchanged, the robbers con- 
cluded it was getting too warm {for 
them, and leaving their horses, they beat 
a hasty retreat on foot. The country is cov- 
ered with a dense growth of underbush which 
made pursuit very difficult, but the officers 
persisted and soon overhauled Bul Stineau, 
a noted desperado, probably the leader of the 
gang. Next day Charies Clark and John 
Smith were captured, and on April 4 James 
Quince was gathered in. The ‘officers had 
now succeeded in their object, but another 
difficulty presented itself. To return with 
their prisoners over the road they had come 
would be no small undertaking, and after 
consideration it was decided to press on to 
Milford and then goto Denver by way of Salt 
Lake and take the Santa Fe road to Prescott. 

It is not known even by the officers just how 
much money was stolen, but that found on 
the men together with what has been ac- 
counted for amounts to over $1,000. On the 
way up one of the prisoners made a full con- 
fession so that there is not the slightest doubt 
that the right parties have been captured. A 
funny incident is related in connection with 
an attempt made by the citizens of Canonville 
to arrest the men. Shortly before the arrival 
of the officers, eight armed men with asmail 
army of followers undertook this job. The 
robbers waited quietly until the citizens were 
near enough, when they suddenly covered 
them with their made 
them stack depart. 
All of the prisoners were well educated, and 
Smith claims to be the son ofa Baptist minis- 
ter. Officer Holton said he formerly knew 
Stineau in New Mexico, where he trained with 
ahard gang and was generally considered 
bad. All the robbers are under thirty years of 

e. They were quite jolly when first arrest- 
ed, but are beginning to realize their position 
now, and show signs of Greepme. Train 
robbing was made a capital offense by the 
last Arizona Legisiature, and as court con- 
venes on May 1, they are in a fair way to 
reach the reward which their villainy merits. 
The party left for Denver last evening.

He has the system of 

disposing of his many visitors down to a 

science. About every half-hour Secretary 

Mead comes into the inner office, and the 

Mayor says: ‘‘Charlie, how much of a gang is 
outside?’’ 

Chailie replies, 
tackle, I guess. 

‘‘All right; I clear them out and you keep 
tab, says the Mayor, and the pair takes hold 
ofthecrowd which has assembled outside. 
The Mayor takes them as they come, hears 
what they have to say, gives his Secretary a 
memorandum to note down, and the visitor Is 
bowed out. In three minutes the office is 
cleared and the Mayor back at his desk in- 
side looking after other business. This 
clearing out process is gone through at inter - 
vais of about thirty minutes during the day. 

Nearly every man in tne crowd is either an 
office seeker or has come in to put in a good 
word for a man who is. 

About 10 o’clock, Judge-Comptroller and 
member ofthe new City Hall and Gas Com- 
missions, Campbell, came in to say good 
morning. The Mayor said: ‘*Good morning, 
Judge—I mean Comptroller Campbell. I have 
done nothing as yet in regard to your resigna- 
tion.“ Then followed a very friendly conver- 
sation on general topics between the Poo Bah 
of the City Halland the Mayor. A few min- 
utes later the Mayor dictated the following 
directions to office-seexers to Miss Von der 
Ahe, and it was soon public property so that 
all who sought might read: 

‘‘A great dealof time and worry will be 
saved bundreds of persons who are ambi- 
tious to getinto theemploy ofthe city gov- 
ernment at this time by remembering that 
but few changes can be made, by reason of 
the city charter, until two years from now; 
that one visit to the Mayor's office will be 
sufficient for each applicant; that his 1 
tion will then be filed with the Private Secre- 
tary and properly booked for refer- 
ence; that a large number of signers 
to etitions are not necessa 
as I will makea personal examination of ea 
applicant independeut of the signatures that 
may be attached and the gualitications; that 
these signatures to petitions are signed by 
men who dislike to refuse the applicantand 
in many eases do not represent the honest 
opinion of the signers; thatthe records of 
applications here made to past administra- 
tions show that the names of half a dozen men 
are found on 90 per cent of the applications 
on file; that in many cases as many as half a 
dozen ora dozen persons are recommended 
to the same position by the same people.’’ 

The Mayor said, in reference to making ap- 
pointments for the minor offices: ‘‘I have not 
determined exactly what my course will be in 
the matter, but Jam studying on it now. 
am looking at the methods in vogue in other 
cities and making up a general plan. Ido not 
believe in the Mayor’s devoting his time and 
attention to all of those petty in- 
vestigations incident to a small appoint- 
ment, and I don’t think it is 
part of his duty to make personally and di- 
rectly all of these nominations.

~Manager Hickson’s Statement — The

New Ton, April 11.—A controversy has 
been waging for some time between the Michi- 
gan Central and Grand Trunk Railways over 
the question of freight rates on American 
products to Canadian points. When the mat- 
ter went beyond the bounds of friendly nego- 
tiations the Michigan Central, believing that 
the circumstances furnished a basis for juris- 
diction and supervision by the Interstate Com- 
mere Commission, iaid the matter before tne 
lat The hearing over the matter has 

foing on at Washington for some time, 
‘parties being represented by eminent 

‘el and by high officials of their respective 
ms. On Monday it was adjourned for ten 

„ to allow counsel to file printed briefs 
u the legal question as to whether the com- 
sion has jurisdiction. The question 
us an importance far beyond the subject 
mediately atissue from the fact that the 
écision would determine the relation of the 
anadian lines to the Interstate Commerce 

Ommission and the further question of 
urisdiction by the commission over 
‘reights shipped from American points through 
Canadian territory to final destination in 
American cities. Mr. Joseph Hickson, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Grand Trunk system, was 
in the city yesterday. Toareporter he said: 

**So many garbled and erroneous statements 
about the case now pending before the Inter- 
state Commission have been published in the 
newspapers thatI have thought it advisabie 
to mfike a statement of our position in 
the matter. This would not have been 
mecessary, but for the fact that such 
statements as have been published have been 
inspired by our opponents, and have been 
misleading. The Michigan Central Ratiroad 
Co. controls a _.Canadian  railroad— 
the Canadian Southern—making their 
situation in Canada about the same as 
ours is in the United States. Now Western 
Ontario is very largely supplied with coal from 
the United States. The consignees make their 
arrangements with the American producers 
for the delivery of coal at the frontier. We 
take it and load it on our cars, or take 


their cars and pay the tolls across the river to 
carry it to its destination in Canada, either to 
Toronto or London, or St. Thomas or Strat- 
ford or * owes of the interior distributing 
poluts. hat the arrangements are that the 
consignees make with the American shippers 
We don't know nor we don’t care to bother 
ourselves. The fact is, I suppose, that the 
railroad company that brings the coal to the 
frontier is generally the producer and con- 
signor of the coal tothe Canadian purchaser. 
NO CAUSE FOR EXCITEMENT. 

„The Michigan Central system does not 
touch many important points in Canada and 
[do not see why they should get excited over 

his matter. e felt authorized to make 
clal rates to the Peeve points for large 
ipments and the Michigan Central Co. got 
iad about it. We thought it was in the in- 
rest of the United States coal companies 
nd of our customers, and asthe Canadian 
ws permitted it, we made the lower 
ate. Now, the Michigan Central does 
ot know how it is burt by this traffic, 
10r does anybody else, apparently, 
but the company made up its mind that as we 
received the coal in yard on the American side 
of the border, it was an interstate matter and 
came within the jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Lommerce Commission, and should be regu- 
lated by it. Very well, we say: ‘The con- 
~ ped may deliver the coal on the Canadian 
side and we could receive it there and that 
would be an end tothe mattter, It is a rather 
stupid controversy at the best.’ 

„As regards the transportation question 
e I think if the people who write so 
much about it for some of the newspapers 
would investigate the subject a little and try 
to get at the facts, it would be found that Can- 
adian competition had been nothing buta 
benefit to American shippers. Competitors 
are always watching each otherand are ever 
ready to complain of one another. The 
American railroads are ready to com- 
plain of the doings of the Canadian 
companies aud seck to have our 
business controlled by American laws and 
agencies. Now, although we are not bound to 
do so, we have always given respectable rec- 
ognition to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. We have sent it our annual reports, our 
schedule of freight rates and all notifications 
of changes, because the forwarding and re 
ceiving companies of commerce between the 
Eastern and Western States are under the 
jurisdiction of the commission and because 

AMERICANS PAY THE FREIGHT. 

Wo recognize also that in commerce goin 
from Canada to the United States weare boun 
to take the Interstate Commerce Commission 
into consideration because they can cite the 
receiving company into the courts for the part 
they perform in the transaction at any time. 
Ifthe people ofthe East and West were ap- 
peaied to for their opinions they would not 
say thatthe Canadian companies, and par- 
ticularly the Grand Trunk, had deen 
adisadvantagetothem. Their conduct in all 
these matters has been conservative. Many 
of their rules have been adopted by other sys- 
tems and have formed part of the permanent 
regulations of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. People who write railroad articles 
for the magazines and newspapers overlook 
the fact that United States railroads derivea 
larger revenue from the transportation of 
commodities for the Canadians than 
the Canadians from the transportation of 
commodities for the citizens of the United 
States. Ihe Canadians send a great many of 
their commodities through the State of New 
York andthrough Boston and Portland for 
foreign ports, and the importations, on the 
other band, from the European ports, come 
largely through these ports. There is a gen- 
eraifesling throughout Canada in favor of 
friendlyitrade relations with the United States.

een laid at the door of Mr. Pierson. 
Last summer the breach was first opened be- 
tween the Chairman and the weaker lines, 
andthe Lackawanna withdrew from Oastle 
Garden because it thought Mr. Pierson fa- 
vored the stronger lines. Then the outside 
roads got many a ship load of immigrants by 
making contracts with the ship agents, thus 
securing a big share of the traffic. The On- 
tario Western and the Baltimore &

It is certain 
that thousands of dollars have been scattered 
among outside agents during the last eight 
months, which many railroad men agree 
might have been saved if harmony had pre- 
valled at Castle Garden. 

Lucius Tuttle, who is the choice of the 
general passenger agents for Passen- 
ger Commissioner, is at present pas- 
senger Traffic Manager of the Canadian 
Pacific. He was general passenger agent of 
the Boston & Lowell before it merged with the 
Boston & Maineroad. Heis highiy esteemed 
by the trunk line people. The names of Mr. 
Daniels, formerly chairman of the Central 
Traffic Association, now General Passenger 
Agent of the New York Central Railroad, and 
Mr. W. W. Allen, editor of the Traveler's Ofi- 
cial Guide, were talked of. The appointment 
remains to be sanctioned by the Executive 
Committee to whom the recommendation is 
made. 


An Electric Brake Test.

SHARON, Pa., April 11.—An important test of 
an electric brake was made yesterday, in the 
presence of Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad officials, by the inventor, Jacob 
Harrington.

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TWELVE HUND RED CARPENTERS IN MARCH- 
ING ORDER TO-DAY. 


Incidents Along the Route of the Proces- 
sion—No Display of Feeling on Passing 
Buildings Where Non-Union Carpenters 
Bemained at Work—A Meeting of the 
Master Builders. 


HE parade of the striking 
carpenters this morning 
was a success in every 
way, especially in point 
of numbers. Twelve 
hundred men were in 
line, headed bya brass 
band of thirty pieces. 
As early as 8 o’clock the 
carpenters began filing 
into Central Turner Hall 
and at 9 o’clock the 

5 usual crowd packed the 
upper hall. W. H. Kliver made a few remarks 
about conduct along the line of march 
and selected seven Grand Army veterans 
as aids in the march. They were C. L. Ried - 
ling, John Radamaker, Herman Klas, A. L. 
Brooks, H. J. Rose, J. G. George and T. J. 
Smith. Just before the men filed out of the 
hall Chairman Blackmore presented Mr. 
Kliver with two large boquets sent him by the 
daughter of a cigar maker, and the 
daughter of acarpenter. These were pinned 
on his blue sash and almost covered his 
spacious front. At 10 0’clock the men were 
in line, when it was learned the committee 
had told the musicians to be 
on hand at 11 o’clock. This caused 
some dissatisfaction, as a wait ot 
one hour did not seem pleasant on the hard 
graniteinthesun. The musicians finally ar- 
rived, and after playing an air started on the 
march east on Walnut street to Broadway. 
The line reached from Walnut street 
to Olive, along Tenth, a dis- 
tance of four blocks, four abreast 


Mr. Kliver, Grand Marshal, took the lead on 
foot, 4141 = by Mr. Black man, followed 
next by the band and the separate unions in 
the order of their number, No. 4, first; No. 12, 
second; No. 257, third; No. 512, fourth, aad 
the Amalgamated last. They proceeded 
east on Walaut to Broadway, north to Wash- 
ington avenue, west to Eighteenth street 
south to Pine street, east to Tenth street and 
thence to the hall. The march was made 
without accident or blunder. The band was a 
strong one and called crowds to the street and 
windows of factories and stores along the 
route. Everywhere 
THE STRIKERS 

were greeted by waving handkerchiefs and 
cheers. On Broadway a numberof small bou- 
quets were thrown from the windows. It 
could. be seen that the strikers families lined 
the route from the number of women and 
children waiving their hands as they recog- 
nized the head of the housein line. On Wal- 
nut street a deserted carpenter shop was 
passed and on the front door hung the sign: 

**Wanted—Good carpenters. 

Drivers of all kinds of vehicles and street 
car men seemed to side with the paraders,and 
did nothing to break the line. The men had 
been warned not to shout or jeer at workmen 
on any building they might pass, and they 
obeyed the instruction. Liggett & Meyers’ 
building on Washington avenue, the largest 
carpenter job in the city, was passed without 
a word, though the sawing and bam- 
mering could be heard inside. Two 
men rushed around the corner 
with a clothes-basket full of dishes, pots and 
pans, just as the head of the procession 
passed, and wentin the building. They were 
going in to 

SET UP A DINNER 
for the men inside, this precaution being 
taken tokeep the men away fromthe strikers 
allday. The line stretched on Washington 
avenue from Thirteenth street to Broadway 
and half the procession never heard the sound 
ofthe music leading them. 

Last Monday the carpenters approved the 
— of having a meeting of wives 
called, but since then they do not seem to 
favor it so strongly. They say their wives 
have a great deal to do, and to attend a 
meeting would keep them from home 
nearly all the day. At the wmeet- 
ing yesterday one carpenter said 
his wife told him she knew whiat her duty was 
in this strike without being told, and that was 
to go out and work—take in washing if neces- 
sary. It will hardly come to this, as the 
Executive Committee of the Brotherhood at 
Philadelphia will send on to-morrow enough 
money to pay about $10 apiece to every re- 
corded striker. This money will be paid out 
Saturday afternoon.

HE late Dr. John J. 
O Brien’s home place 
‘bordering on the west- 
lern city limits just 
south of Cook avenue 
and north ofthe Olive 
street road, has been 
purchased by a local 
syndicate, and after it 
‘has been subdivided 
and platted the spot 
will be most appropri- 
ately christened “Hill- 
aide. There is no 
name better suited for 
such a place, intended 
‘for suburban home 
sites, for the ground 
lies very high, and 
falls in a — slope from Sutter avenue 
eastward tothe line ofthe Wabash Railway. 
Just three blocks to the east of that runs the 
St. Louis Cable & Western road, which 
two lines will provide the future residents of 
Hillside with ready and economical means of 
transportation to Sixth and Locust streets or 
to that section of the city more easily reached 
from the Union Depot. While all the prelim- 
inaries to the purchase of this elegant 
property have been perfected, the 
deed to it from owner, Mrs. 
Lizzie F. O'Brien, the doctor’s 
widow, has not yet passed and until the 
papers have been delivered Frank Obear, who 
represents her interests inthe matter, and 
Carr & Greenwood, who are acting for the 
buyers, object to mentioning the names of the 
other parties. Whoever they may be, how- 
ever, they are to be congratulated upon hav- 
ing secured one of the prettiest properties to 
be found anywhere around the city, and 
the fact that it is located just 
bevond the western boundary in St. Louis 


County, where the taxation upon real and 
personal property is comparatively nominal, 
will make Hillsdale allthe more desirable as 
a home place for persons who wish to avoid 
the chief item oftheirannual expenses—that 
is, the payment of heavy taxation upon notes, 
stocks and bonds and other personal effects.

Something About Slavin. 


The Melbourne Sportsman has the following 
to say of Frank P. Slavin, the antipodes 
heavy-weight who knocked out Jack Burke, 
the Irish lad, in three rounds, and is coming 
to this country to meet Sullivan, Kilrain and 


Jackson: 

„Ot late, in writing of Slavin, we have con- 
sistently added the title ‘champion’ to his 
name. For this an hysterical attack has been 
made upon us in some quarters. It has been 
shrieked at us that we are wrong; that no- 
body but Peter Jackson is champion, and we 
have been asked quite piteously, ‘How could 
we be so dreadful as to dub any other boxer 
with that title?’ Well, sir, we'll tell you, 
and with you our thousands of readers 
in every part of Australia, why 
we hold Slavin has fairly gained the 
championship. First, then, the acknowledged 
ring law is that when a man has fought for 
and won the championship he is entitled to 
hold it undisturbed for six months. Atthe 
end of that time, however, he must be pre- 
pared to defend itagainst all comers, provided 
always the aspirant to the honor is prepared 
to fight or box for a fair stake and is ready to 
abide by championship rules. Now, let us see 
how far Slavin has complied with these con- 
ditions. Up to the Slavin and Costello fight in 
Asbury on September 3 last, Jackson had held 
the championship right away from the time of 
his match with Lees, 1 period of 
many months. Immediately after de- 
feating Costello, Slavin issued N 
challenge to Jackson to fight for the cham- 
pionship and $1,250 a side. The only condition 
he imposed was that the match should bea 
‘home-and-home’ one—thatis, half way be- 
tween the respective cities ot the two men. 
He did not ask Jackson to box in Melbourne 
oranywhere nearit. On the contrary, he was 
quite ready to meet him on New South Wales 
Boll. 

Getting no answer to this, so really anx- 
lous was Slavin te meet the then champion, 
thathe made him what was, in our opinion 
and the majority of sporting men bere, a real- 
25 liberal offer. He guaranteed Jackson 

50 for his expenses to come to Asbury 
and box a match for £250 a side. 
But even this was not sufficient. Nothing 
would suffice Jackson's backer but that 
the match must come off in Sydney, and in 
one particular ballin that city. To this Slavin 
replied that he wanted no gate money, only a 
fair contest forthe championship, but Jack- 
son refused to meet him, and leit soon after 
for America. Slavin has defeated Jack 
Burke, and noone can dispute his claim to 
the championship. He has followed Jackson 
to the land of the Stars and Stripes, and on 
arrival will arrange a match for £250 a side. 
Jackson is a first-class pugilist, and what we 
are doing is simply advancing reasone for the 
action the Sportsman has taken in proclaiming 
Slavin champion, and he is well worthy to be 
thus rated.

A COUNTRY GIRL IN DISTRESS. 


Nellie Brown Tells How She Ran Away 
From Mattoon, III. 


Nellie Brown, a 17-year-old Mattoon (III.) 
girl, is under arrest at the Four Courts. She 
was found wandering on the streets about 7 
o’clock last evening, a stranger in a great 
city, deserted by her friend and without a 
cent of money. She was kept all night in 
Capt. Joyce’s office and will be sent home as 
soon as word is received from her relatives at

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THE CITY WATER-WORKS. 


AN ENGLISHMAN’S ADMIRATION OF THE ST. 
LOUIS SYSTEM. 


Contrast Between the London Method and 
That of This City—Water Turned On 
but Twice a Day — Tanks in Every 
House—How Fires Are Extinguished in 
London— A Wretched System. 


STAY of about two 
weeks in this city,’’ 
said Alex 8. MacCal- 
lum of Sheffield, En- 
gland, who is atthe 
Southern, has en- 
abled me to examine 
the St. Louis Water - 
works with a great 
deal of interest, and 
to contrast them with 
those of London, with 
which I am tolerably 
familiar. The longer 
a fereigner remains in 
this country the more 
he realizes that the 
Americans do not know how much they 
have to doe thankful for, and how 
much better their situation 16s as 
regards the luxuries, what are considered 
hereto be the necessities of life. Consider 
the matter of water alone. I take London as a 
fair English example, on account of its size. 
An Englishman is astonished on landing in 
this country to find that in every house the 
water supply is practically unlimited. A 
householder can draw as much wateras he 
pleases without fear of exhausting his supply. 
THE LONDON WATER 8YSTEM. 

In London the case is entirely different. 
There every house is provided with a cistern, 
which is located on the roof. There is never 
any question asked by the water companyas 
to how many rooms there are in a house, but 
the capacity of the cistern is measured, anda 
corresponding rate fixed. The cistern is filled 
twice a day, once at 6 o’clock in the morning 
and again at 6 o’lock in the evening. Be- 
tween these hours the water in the main is cut 
off, and if a cistern in any house should chance 
to become exhausted,the denizens must elther 
do without water or go around to their neigh- 
bors with pitchers and buckets, begging 
enough water to last them until a new supply 
isturned on. The inconveniences of this sys- 
tem are very great indeed. A man must either 
pav for far more water than he usually needs, 


or make up his mind toendure very consid- 
erable annoyance whenever there is an un- 
usually large demand for water in his house. 
The lavish use of water in this country is one 
of the things that first strikesa foreigner as 
peculiar. Then, aside from the limited 2 
ply, to anyone who is a light sleeper the 
daily filling ofthe cistern is a daily annoy- 
ance. At6o’clock inthe morning there isa 
rush and roarof water, as it is carried up 
through the pipes, and passed into the cistern. 
When it is cut off there is a most 
disagreeable sucking noise as the pipes 
empty themselves that is fatal to the sleep of 
a nervous person. The same performance is 
repeated in the evening. I wonder what the 
people of St. Louis would think if they were 
subjected to such a trial? I believe that it 
would be likely to occasion a riot. 
FOUL ENGLISH WATER. | 
Then the quality of London water is about 
as bad as it can be. Thesupplvis taken oust 
ofthe Thames and one or two streams tha 
empty into it some distance above the 
city, placed in settling tanks, and afterward 
1 to the tops of towers as itis here. 
ut along the banks of all the available water- 
is a dense population and a 
large number ot stock farms border upon the 
Thames. With all this mass of rown 
into the water its condition can be better im- 
agined than described, and being kept in an 
iron tank for from twelve to forty-eight bours, 
ex to the rays of the sun andto the 
droppings of soot m the chimney, in no 
wav improves it. An Englishman never 
thinks of drinking water until every drop bas 
been carefully fi and even then 
shy of I believe that

D E PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 
But tbe most peculiar feature in connec- 
tion with the English water-works makes 
iteelf apparent in case of fire. see you 
ines rushing 
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the flames is one of the most curious sights 
that this country affords. Our engines go to a 
fire at a most stately pace, but to ob- 
tain the American speed would do no 
good, as they can generally do little or noth- 
ing for some time after arriving at the burning 
building. The reason is that they must wait 
for water. The mains, once the tanks are full, 
are cut off from communication with the res- 
ervoir, and before an engine can get to work 
the water must de turned on. To do this, itis 
necessary to hunt up an inspector and have 
him communicate by telegraph with the 
keeper of the nearest water tower. The latter 
turns the wateron and none can be thrown 
until this is done. A great deal of care is 
taken to have inspectors at all times present 
in the different parts of the city, but at the 
best a delay of from ten to fifteen minutes 
is nearly certain to occur, and in many cases 
the time wasted is much longer. ‘The one ad- 
vantage ofthe English system is its cheap- 
ness. Wein London do not pay one-tenth as 
much for our water as you do here. Our 
houses are more heavily built, and the dan- 
ger of fire is less, but still, under similar con- 
ditions, Ido not believe that your American 
city would submit to the inconveniences that 
the Londoners consider as a matter of 
course.
